"The wolf will live with the lamb, the leopard will lie down 
with the goat, the calf and the lion and the yearling to- 
gether; and a little child will lead them. The cow will feed 
with the bear, their young will lie down together, and the 
lion will eat straw like the ox. The infant will play near the 
hole of the cobra, and the young child put his hand into the 
viper's nest" (Isaiah 11:6-8). 

"Black Friday." "Cyber Monday." Constant news reports of 
retail sales, people's spending habits and the world's poor 
economy. The second Bible reading today (above) reminds 
us of what this holiday season, every day of the year should 
really be about. It is about God becoming man in the form 
of Jesus, subjecting himself to all of the human feelings 
(particularly the one called temptation) through the senses 
that he gave us. He experienced temptation for our sake, 
but never sinned, overcoming its death hold on us by dying 
on the cross and rising from the dead. 

I invite us to use our senses (sight, hearing, smell, taste, and 
touch) to internally experience the verses quoted in the first 
paragraph. Sponge them up, soak them in. It is a beautiful 
description of things to be, of what we can in part experi- 
ence now- serenity, peace, cooperation and the innocence 
of a child. Let these verses (God's living words) revive and 
cleanse us. We will give and receive many gifts this Christ- 
mas season, but let us remember that Jesus is the best gift 
we can "receive and then give" to others this day, every day. 
I love it when our Pastor reminds us to introduce ourselves 
to someone at church we've never met before. If we aren't 
practicing holiday cheer at church, I can almost guarantee 
you that we aren't practicing it outside of church. If you 
haven't already done so, unwrap the gift of Jesus in your 
own life— this might be your "umpteenth" time doing this — 
that's alright, too. Then go and bless someone at church 
today and carry this blessing to others during this Christmas 
season.
